An inquest was 
fay afternoon into 
Stephen Boyer, who 
to death by Special Officer Hess 
of the East St. Louis force while 
sscaping from a policeman on the 
way to headquarters to identify a 
prisoner. Hess once before shot a 


man, who is now serving a peniten- |, 


tiary term for highway robbery. 

Pending action by the Coroner's 
jury, no official action was taken 
toward Hess. Chief of Police Purdy 
said that from accounts he had of 
the tragedy he believed the officer is 
blameless and that he would not be 
punished in any way. 

Boyer, «a young brakeman for the 
M. & O., Railroad, attracted Patrol- 
men Fancher and Healey by his cries 
for help at midnight Friday, and 
they found him arising from the 
pavement at Fourth street and Rail- 
road avenue, opposite Thomas Shan- 
non’s saloon. 

“Some fellows were trying to give 
me the worst of it,”’ said Boyer. ‘‘There 
were four of them. They went into 
Shannon’s.”’ 

The policemen accompanied Boyer, 
whose face was bleeding where he said 
the men had kicked him on the chin 
and forehead, into the saloon and he 
there pointed out F. J. Bischoff. Leav- 
ing Healey to watch the saloon, Fanch- 
er started with Bischoff to headquar- 
ters arid told Boyer to accompany him 
to make sure of identification. 

At Main street and Division avenue, 
Boyer jerked loose from the policeman 
and started to run. Hampered by the 
necessity of holding Bischoff, Fancher 
had little chance to overtake him. 

Thought Fugitive a Prisoner. 

The police station was a block away 
ond Special Officer Hess was just leav- 
ing it. Fancher called to him, “Get that 
man,’’ and Hess started in pursuit. 

Boyer turned through Division avenue, 
with Hess at his heels firing his revol- 
ver in the air. Apparently seeing he 
had no hope of escape, Boyer turned 
and shouted, ‘‘Get away.” 

Hess said he thought the man was 
armed and an escaping prisoner, and 
on that account fired at him direct. 
The bullet struck Boyer in the nose. 
An ambulance was called, but Boyer 
died on the way te the hospital. 

Boyer was not the first victim of 
Hess’ revolver. 

Joseph Hutchison was shot in the 
chest by the special officer more than 
@ year ago, when he and another man 
stopped Hess and Frank Florence, 
"Hess’ walking partner, on the viaduct 
over Cahokia Creek and demanded their 
money. Hess fired and Hutchison’s 
companion jumped over the viaduct 
‘into the creek and escaped. Hutchison 
was identified as the man who had 
helped “hold up” a saloon in East St. 
Louls and is now serving a 10-year 
term in the penitentiary. 

Dr. M. R. Doyle, president of the East 
St. Louls Police Board, says that from 
the accounts he has heard of the kill- 
ing he does not believe Hess is to 
blame, but that the shooting was justi- 
fiable. He does not anticipate that there 
will be any charges against the officer. 

An inquest will be held late Friday 
afternoon. 

Chief Purdy believes the men who 
attacked Boyer were friends of his, and 
that was why he tried to escape on the 
way to the station. He thinks Boyer’s 
remark when the policemn approached 
bears out this theory. ©

EMPLOYES TOLD 
THEY MUST SMOKE 
TRUST'S CIGARS 


Letters, With List of Brands 
They Must Use, Sent 
‘to Each Clerk.

The Tobacco Trust has issued 


thinly-velled commands to its 40,000 
employes to smoke cigars manufac- 
tured by the trust, and boycott the 
products of its competitors. Letters 
to this effect, signed by Percival 8. 
Hill, president of the American Cigar 
Co., have been received this week by 
employes in all the St, Louis tobacco 
houses affiliated with the American 
Tobacco Co. 

Accompanying each letter is a 
pocket memorandum book, containing 
a ukase directing the use of trust- 
made cigars and a list of the chief 
monopoly brands. Extracts from 
Hill's letter follow: 

There are #,000 men holding posi- 
tions with the American Tobacco 
Co., the American Cigar Co. and the 
companies in which they are inter- 
ested as stockholders. Most of us 
smoke cigars. 

Our brands are for sale everywhere 
in this country. 

Are you buying 
daily use? 

The first pages of the memorandum 
book enclosed give a list of the best 
distributed brands of each class of 
cigars that we make. Will you read 
these names and familiarize your 
eye with those brands which repre- 
sent them andask for tnem whenever 
and wherever you buy cigars for 
your own smoking or for your 
friends? 

“T’ve always thought I had a right to 
choose what kind of cigar I wanted,’’ 
said one recipient of these missives to 
a Post-Dispatch reporter Friday, “but 
I suppose I was wrong. I've got to 
smoke what the company wants me to, 
or they’d make things unpleasant for 
me. 
“Tl wonder if we have to buy those 50- 
cent perfectos that are listed in the 
memorandum beek. Say, I only make 
$15 a week, and a few of those half- 
dollar stogies would bankrupt me.” 

The list includes imported Havanas, 
from 16 to.50 cents each; clear Havanas, 
from 10 to 90 cents each, and blends for 
from 8 to % cents each. At the end

Within a Few Days. 
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Montrose W. Hayes, the 
weather man in St. Louis, arrived at 
his office Friday with a new brand 
of weather, it is hoped, packed in his 
grip. He relieves J. Warren Smith, 
who goes to Columbus, O., to become 
an instructor in meteorology. 


The rains, the cold weather ani 
the sudden onslaught of high tem- 
perature which have been inflicted 
upon the city in a remarkable 
Spring and Summer, do not discour- 
age the new forecaster, who prom- 
ises to provide us with “good nor- 
mal weather’ from now on, 

“By a good normal climate,” he ex- 
plained, “I mean one where you can 
keep warm when it is cold and cool 
when the weather ig hot.” 

“Never believe all you hear about the 
weather,’’ is a maxim which Hayes rec- 
ommends to the public and which he 
practices in regard to his own predic- 
tions. 

‘“‘Many times,’’ he says, “I have gone 
out without an umbrella and. got 
drenched. Then I weuld go home and 
read where I had predicted a storm. 
If I bothered abeut the weather after 
I left the office I would go crazy.” 

Not a Careless Forecaster. 

But it must not be gathered from 
this that Hayes is a careless forecaster. 
If he carries out his theory of weather 
predictions in St. Leuls the local 
Weather Bureau will seldom make 4 


new 


‘| mistake. 


‘IT do not make an absolute predic- 
tion,” Hayes continued. “unless it is 
certain that there is ne chance for the 
prediction to go wrong. If the main in- 
dications show that it will be clear, but 
there is nevertheless some chance of 
rain, then I make. the prediction read, 
“Clear Thursday or Friday—with pos- 
sible rain.’”’ That puts persons on their 
guard and they may govern themselves 
accordingly. I call these ‘qualified pre- 
dictions.’ ”’ 

Hayes does not think the weather 
man ig an abused individual. 

“If you are on a trolley car or in @ 
a@rowded elevator or in a jam any 
place,’” he says, “you can be fairly 
certain. of hearing the weather or the 
weather man mentioned. But not once 
do I remember to have heard the 
weather man censured. People are 
ready to be tolerant of his mistakes.” 

Quite unlike the new forecaster’s for- 
getfulness of his own predictions is the 
manner in which Mrs. Hayes regulates 
her goings and comings by them. If 
Hayes says that it is going to be a nice 
day nothing in the world could induce 
her to take an umbrella along when she 
goes shopping—Hayes says. 

Starts Off Whh Het Weather, 

He has forecast weather in the Ar- 
gentine Republic and all parts of the 
United States, from New Orleans and 
Jacksonville to Helena, Mont., where it 
was sometimes @ degrees below sero; 
and has become so used to weather 
that it doesn’t excite him at all. Cold 
or hot, he takes it as it comes. 

“The weather,” he says. “like the 
poor, we have with us always. So why 
bother about mu. ° 

Hayes started Friday by ordering fair 
and not uncomfortably warm weather.

Adkins, Water Rates Assessor William 
J. Flynn and E. J. Troy, secretary of 
the Missouri Manufacturers’ Association, 
will meet in Commissioner Adkins’ of- 
fice in the city hall Friday afternoon to 
begin preparing its report to Mayor 
Kreismann. 

Commissioner Adkins stated that the 
‘Commission probably will recommend a 
reduction in water rates to the big man- 
ufacturing consumers. In the readjust- 
ment of the rates care will be taken 
that other consumers are not taxed for 
the water used by the manufacturers, 
he said. 

A tax on fire plugs likely will be rec- 
ommended as a means of reducing the 
direct water tax to consumers. 

The water rates of other cijties, Ad- 
kins said, are of no value in the final 
determination of the rates that must 
prevail in St. Louis. The rates must 
be readjusted with reference to the cost 
of clarifying and pumping the water, 
maintenance and extension of the sys- 
tem, etc. Different conditions prevail 
in all cities, Adkins said. For that 
reason statistics are of comparatively 
little value. 

The expense of operating the St. Louis 
Water Department must be paid out 
of its revenue, as well as interest on 
bonds, extensions, improvements, main- 
tenance, depreciation and sinking fund 
charges. The law requires that the de- 
partment be operated at a profit.

St. Louisan Held as Supreme 
Bench Possibility in Wash- 
ington Gossip. 





By Wire From the Washincton Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 


WASHINGTON, June 17.—Frederick 
N. Judson of St. Louis is again men- 
tioned as a possible Justice of the Su- 
preme Court. 

There is considerable speculation as 
to who will succeed Justice Moody when 
he ig retired. The recent appointment 
of Gov. Hughes of New York leads 
many to believe that the appointment 
will go to the West or Middle West. A 
half dozen names are being considered. 
That of Lloyd W. Bowers, solicitor of 
the Department of Justice, is again ad- 
vanced. Mr. Taft has great admiration 
for Mr. Bowers’ legal ability and re- 
gards him as one of the greatest law- 
yers in America. ‘ 

Frederick N. Judson of St. Louis is a 
Democrat, but is one of the most emi- 
nent lawyers tn the United States. It 
was his report with Judson Harmon’s 
on the Santa Fe investigation which 
was adverse to Paul Morton and so dis- 
pleasing to the then President Roose- 
velt that he pigeonholed it. Mr. Judson 
was recently chosen by Attorney-Gen- 
eral Wickersham to act as special coun- 
sel for the Government in the suit 
against the railroads. ° 


Gov. Harmon Also Mentioned. 
Another suggestion of a Democrat is 


in the person of Gov. Harmon of Ohtlo. 
Mr. Taft thinks a great deal of Mr. 
Harmon, whose knowledge of the law is 
profound. Henry H. Hoyt, counselor of 
the State Department, a classmate of 
President Taft at Yale in 1878, is regard- 
ed as of Supreme Court dimensions and 
has often been spoken of in this con- 
nection. United States Circuit Judge 
Vandeventer of St. Paul is another pos- 
sibility. 

When the President fills the Moody 
vacancy it will be his third appoint- 
ment of a Supreme Court Justice. His 
appointees, Justice Lurton and Gov. 
Hughes, have filled vacancies made by 
Justices Brown and Brewer. 

The extreme age of Chief Justice Ful- 
ler and Associate Justice Harlan leads 
to speculation that within the next two 
years the President may have to fil! 
their vacancies. These two vacancies 
would give President Taft a distinc. 
tion which few other Presidents have 
and make his administration one in 
which practically a new court was or. 
ganized for five of the Justices out of the 
nine on the bench will have been of Mr. 
Taft's selection.

Believed to be in the latter stages 
of paresis, which the physicians say 
will bring death in six months from a 
hemorrhage of the brain, R. Park von 
Wedelstaedt, who for the last month 
has been an inmate at the asylum for 
the insane at Farmington, is. uncon- 
scious and unable to recognize even his 
attendant.

Earthquake District, De- 
sires to Return. 





Another incident between the Roman 
Catholic Church and the Protestant mis- 
sions in Italy is told of in a cable dis- 


patch to the Post-Dispatch Friday, In 
which the Rev. James P. Stuart of St. 
Louls, a Baptist missionary, is a party. 

Bishop Guiseppe Padula of Avellino 
declares that the mere presence of the 
Baptist missionaries in a region entire- 
ly Catholic is an insult and intolerable. 
On the other hand, the Rev. Mr. Stuart 
maintains that it is a violation of the 
most elementary liberty to prevent them 
from ministering thelr religion. where- 
ever they have adherents. Both sides 
accuse the Italian authorities of showing 
insufficient energy in stamping out in- 
tolerance. 

The Rev. Dr. Stuart was sent to 
Italy two years ago as a missionary 
by the Forelgn Missions Board of thé 
Southern Baptist Convention. He was 
pastor of the Compton Heights Bap- 
tist Church in St. Louis until six 
years ago. Before that he had 
been in charge of churches at Troy, 
Mo., and Fulton, Mo. He left St. 
Louls almost six years ago to com- 
plete his misisonary education at the 
Southern Baptist Theological Semi- 
nary at Louisville. From there he 
entered active duty in Italy. 

The recent earthquake in Italian 
provinces developed a crisis for the 
foreign missionaries when the Italian 
residents attacked the Americans, 
blaming them for causing the earth- 
quake. Stuart and his companions 
were attacked by a crowd numbering 
several hundred, and were forced to 
leave Avellino, guarded by 290 sol- 
diers. 

Premier Luzzatti of the Italian 
government, knowing the determina- 
tion of his countrymen, has urged 
Stuart to take no retaliatory meas- 
ures and Stuart has agreed not to re- 
turn fo the province at present. He 
now is trying to assist a Baptist min- 
ister and missionaries who were 
driven from Bisaccia, where the situ- 
ation is grave. He announced that he 
is determined that Baptist mission- 
aries will return to Bisaccia, and has 
asked for their protection by the au- 
thorities.

Rickard Will Wait 
Until Tomorrow 
Then Start to Reno

spectators, but the whole of Nevada 
will be on the ground when the game 
opens,”’ 

This was a long speech for Rickard, 
and when he had unburdened himself 
he hustled off to see a bunch of waiting 
attorneys. 

Attorney-General Webb says he is go- 
ing to apply today for an injunction 
against the holding of the Langford- 
Kaufman mill at Louis Blot’s arena to- 
morrow. The case will come up at once 
before the Superior Court of San Fran- 
cisco. If tne court decides that a box- 
ing match is a prize fight under the law, 
there will be nothing more to say. 

If the injunction be refused, to show 
the bitterness with which the Governor 
and the Attorney-General are carrying 
on their fight, Webb intends to cause 
the arrest of the promoters and the 
principals as soon as ‘the bout is in 
progress and charge them with conduct- 
ing and taking part in a prize fight. 


Promoters May Ask Injunction. 


There is just one thing that can be 
played against this card. The promoters 
themselves may enjoin the Attorney- 
General. All the lawyers are now in 
council and are keeping quiet about 
their plans. 

Chief Martin, head of the San 
Francisco police, who has. taken 
much interest in the bout and has 
visited the camps of both fighters, 
says: “I beliewe that the fight will 
take place jn San Francisco. If there 
is any violefién of the law the Po- 
lice Department is fully capable of 
handling it. There will be no clash 
between the police and the militia, 
for there won’t be any militia here 
unless they come as spectators. I do 
not anticipate any trouble.” 

Supervisor Herget, chairman of the 
Police Committee, said> “It is a hard 
tiow to the promoters and to thousands 
of other people who have spent money 
for the fight. Personally, I believe the 
Jeffries-Johnson contest would be strict- 
ly within the law. But the Governor 
is the Governor and he can do what he 
pleases. It is hard to understand why

People Want the Fight. 

“This match is no different In any 
way from hundreds of others that we 
have had since the present law was 
passed. The people who arranged the 
‘fight were fustified in thinking they 
were within the law. The peopie here 
want the fight. I believe the people 
will withdraw their support from Gov. 
Giliett because of his action.’’ 

The Governor, who is in town, says 
that he will stick to his plans, no mat- 
ter how much pressure is brought to 
bear on him by the merchants and ho- 
tel proprietors and other business peo- 
nie of San Francisco. 

“Tf Rickard wants to give me a fight 
on this he’ll get inco the biggest fight he 
ever had anything to do with in his 
Life,” said Gillett. “He can have a big- 
ger fight than the one he’s advertis- 
ing.”’ 

District Attorney Charles E, Fick- 
ert said: “It’s just like any of the 
other fights we've been having for 
years, Gov. Gillett has known all 
nbout them. If he thought there was 
anything illegal about them why 
didn’t he say so before instead of 
letting the parties interested in it 
spend an immense amount of money, 
preparing for it, and then coming 
down on them at the last moment? 
I believe that if the proper effort is 
made it can still be shown that there 
is nothing filegal contemplated and 
the bout can be held just as ar- 
ranged.” 

Meetings of Protest Held. 

The town has been red hot with pro- 
tests ever since the Governor's first 
letter to the Attorney-General was pub- 
lished. Meetings of hotel keepers, busi- 
ness men and citizens have been held 
and every effort has been made to im- 
press the State officials that San Fran- 
cisco wants the big bout as much as it 
wants the exposition, if not more. No 
other topic of conversation can be heard 
on the streets, around the hotels and 
places where people congregate. 

In the training camps things have

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MINISTERS ARE 
“MOLLYCODDLES” 


Women Declare Pastors Are 
More Attentive to Men 
Than to Opposite Sex. 





FEW MEMBERS GOSSIP 





Prof. Holmes’ Criticism of 
“Lovely Men” Arouses 
Indignation. 





Wives of St. Louis ministers Friday 
indignantly repudiated the statement of 
Prof. Arthur Holmes of the University 
of Pennsylvania that ministers are 
usually mollycoddles. “Lovely men” in 
the pulpit exist only in this professional 
mind, they averred. 

Prof. Holmes told the Brotherhood 
Club of the Union Avenue Christian 
Chureh Thursday evening that women 
have too much to do with the pastors 
of churches and men too little. Paying 
pastoral calls on the women makes 
the preachers effeminate, Prof. Holmes 
declared, and they come to think more 
of getting subscriptions for lovely 
church buildings than of saving souls. 

Prof. Holmes was in accord with the 
Rev. Dr. Mcllilyar H. Lichliter, who 
declared recently that ministers should 
be “leaders of militant organizations, 
not superintendents of spiritual hospi- 
tals.” He said the minister should be 
“a man doing a man’s work, not a 
nurse to spiritual hypochondriacs.”’ 

Mrs. William J. Williamson, whose 
husband is the militant pastor of the 
Third Baptist Church, thinks a glance 
at one of his Sunday morning congre- 
gations will dispel the notion that min- 
isters don’t appeal to the men in their 
congregations. The Rev. Dr. William- 
son, who is athletic, once thrashed a 
man who intruded on him in his study 
and made disrespecful remarks. 

“T think Prof. Holmes’ theory is high- 
ly erroneous,”’ observed Mrs. William- 
son. “It may have been true in years 
past that ministers paid too much at- 
tention to the women in their churches 
and too little to the men, but it is 
not so now. 

Laymen Closer in Touch, 

“Clergymen are coming to be more 
and more attentive to the spiritual 
needs of the men in their congrega- 
tions and clergymen and laymen are 
getting closer together. The layman 
of the present day is so much better 
posted on religious matters than he 
was a few years ago that he is more 
in sympathy with the minister and 
better able to aid his plans.”

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REGULATING SALOONS 

There will be general support of Mr. Otto Stifel’s 
view that the number of saloons should be reduced 
and their standard raised. He says that 1700 
saloons, or one to each 600 of population, is an 
ample allowance for St. Louls. He wants a better 
standard of character for all saloon keepers. 

If Mr. Stife] could get his fellow brewers to 
agree to act in accordance with the plan he in- 
dorses, it would not be necessary to appeal to the 
Legislature for new laws. The regulation of the 
number and standard of saloons and the elevation 
of the saloon keepers’ characters is almost entirely 
in the hands of the brewers, They have multiplied 
the saloons and made them what they are. Much 
of the agitation against saloons and in favor of 
prohibition is due to unwise brewers. The laws 
Mr. Stifel advocates would directly affect and 
curb them. 

Effective missionary work among the brewers 
would be beneficial. It might result in such 
orderly saloons and law-abiding saloon keepers 
that more liberal laws would be enacted.

Compel Use of Idle “Land. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

“Chinook” is wrong, no one should be compelled 
to sell a house or rent it against his will; it would 
discourage industry, discourage building. It is 
the one holding vacant land who should be com- 
pélled to use it or let some one else use it. The 
community puts the value in land; that value 
should be taxed so highly no man could hold land 
vacant and make money by the increased value 
the increased population creates. W4ill the Post- 
Dispatch give us the value some of these land- 
lords ask for their lands and the value at which 
they are taxed? For instance, there is a 40-acre 
tract just west of Calvary or Bellefontaine 
Cemetery.

Bank exchanges this week at all

The improved 
agricultural outlook in the territory ad- 
jacent to Kansas City has produced a 
more confident feeling and country mer- 
chants place orders more freely, while 
local trade improves. 

More favorable weather in St. Paul 
stimulates the demand for seasonable 
merchandise and advance fall sales are 
generally large, notably in dry goods, 
clothing, shoes and furs. 

Favorable weather improves the sit- 
uation at Minneapolis, merchants are 
freely placing orders for fall delivery, 
and the excellent agricultural outlook 
creates a feeling of confidence in the 
future.

BULL INTERESTS 
STILL CONTROL 


Lack of Moisture in North- 
west Causes Buying— 
Cables Higher. 








Continued dry weather in the spring 
wheat area, higher cables and a slight- 
ly improved speculative demand kept 
the shorts in wheat on the anxious seat 
at today’s session. 


Some sectfons of the Northwest re- 
ported thunderstorms and _ scattered 
showers, but the dry weather com- 
plaints have become so adverse that 
nothing less than a general downpour 
will satisfy the trade and relieve the 
speculative as well as the actual .con- 
ditions. 


The Dakotas and Red River Valley 
are the center from which the most ad- 
verse reports are being received, and 
as this section is the garden spot of the 
spring wheat territory, the trade is 
eagerly absorbing the adverse advices. 

The trade admits that unless weather 
conditions change in the next 10 days 
that the wheat pit may take fire, as 
much of the recent selling and decline 
was based on the ideal spring wheat 
conditions indicated by the June 1 Gov- 
ernment report. 

#xpert Snow wired from Valley City, 
N. D.: “Hot and dry, and crop being 
badly hurt. Growth standing still and 
blades wilted and twisted in the sun. 
Ground dry and hot. 

“Through Cass County only small ac- 
tual plant-killing, but west of Tower 
City, in Cheyenne Valley, small brown 
dead spots are beginning to show. 

“Weaker stools are drying out. First 
crop lacks vigor and can never make 
full yield, but good rains now would 
save bulk of it. Must be general pre- 
cipitation. Light thunderstorms not 
enough.”’ 

Springfield (Ill.) advices report wheat 
looking pretty good, but not a heavy 
yield. The crop in this territory is late, 
Aust forming its berry, and cannot 
stand very hot weather. ‘Nearly all 
fields show some fly damage. Harvest 
is expected about July 6. 

Argentine shipments of wheat this 
week were 736,000 bu, against 1,104,000 
bu last week, 1,554,000 bu last year and 
2,632,000 bu two years ago. The shipments 
slightly overran the eStimates, which 
were 560,000 bu. 

Argentine shipments of wheat from 
June 1 to date are 45,684,000 bu; last 
year 79,248,000 bu, a decrease of 23,564,- 
000 bu. 

Cables reported the Argentine mar- 
ket firm with shippers holding their 
supplies for higher prices. The demand 
there is small at present. Corn is 
reported steady with arrivals liberal. 
The grade is satisfactory with weather 
conditions favorable. 

Australian shipments of wheat this 
week were 224,000 bu. 

The Modern Miller says: “Weather 
conditions favor the maturing of the 
winter wheat crop. Cutting of wheat 
is advancing rapidly northward, and 
large yields are generally reported. 
In considerable areas of several of 
the soft winter states no better than 
half a crop is expected, particularly 
in Missouri and Illinois. Otherwise. 
prospects are for an average yield. 
Kansas and Nebraska will secure a 
larger crop than at one time was 
thought possible.” 

Mineapolis cars of wheat today 
were 169; last week, 148: last year, 
171; two years ago, 109. uluth cars 
were 29: last week, 27; last year, 12; 
two years ago 16. Winnipeg had 108 
cars, against 62 last year. 

l.ocal receipts of wheat were 29,- 
630 bu, of which 280 sacks 24 cars 
nat ts and 5 through. Last year’s re- 
‘eipts, 7164 bu, of which 73 sacks and 
. cars local. 

Liverpool prices were firm on Amer- 
ica’s steadiness Thursday. Buying there 
was also influenced by advices of hot 
and dry weather in the Volga district 
of Russia. 

The light Argentine, Australian and 
Indian shipments, totaling only 1,864,000 
bu, against 4,000,000 bu last year, and 
estimated world's shipments for the 
week of 5,200,000 bu, exclusive of North 
America, were also bullish foreign in- 
fluences.

Spot 
wheat was better, with red winter and 
La Plata offerings firmly held.

CHICAGO, June 17.—Mercury in the 
therinometer on the rise today might 
easily have bé@h used as an index of 
the price of wheat. Apprehension as 


to the effect of dryness and warmth 
on the growing crop of spring wheat 
or Northwest was the thought upper- 
most in the minds of speculators. 

Some of the largest houses had joined 
in the buying movement. A dispatch 
from a leading trader who is at Fargo, 
N. D., told of the hottest day in 10 
years and asserted that wheat was go- 
ing back in a manner little short of 
alarming. 

Telegrams from other places in the 
same State declared that dead spots 
were beginning to show in the fields, 
and that roets were suffering as wel] 
as blades. 

September opened unchanged to \c 
higher, the extreme range of the mar- 
ket at 90%c to 90%c, and climbed stead- 
lly to 91%c. 

Light offerings kept the corn market 
on the up grade. September opened 
unchanged at 58%c, and, after touching 
684c, advanced to 58%@68%c.
